But thefe excurfions were for fome 
time fufpended, from an illnefs of the governor, brought on b 

fleeping on wet ground, and inceflant fatigue. Inaccefhble as 
the interior of this country appears, many traces of inhabitants 
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chewed ; the inhabitants therefore probably fled their approach. 
Huts were here feen made of ey which when frefh from the 
tree were bent for the paren: thefe were about eleven feet in 
length, and five or more broad, fet up with an acute angie, like 
houfes of cards. Holes were obferved in trees for the takin o of 
animals ; but in one hut only were oyfter thells found, though 
of thefe and of mufcles not more thanadozen. Notwithftand- 
ing that fociety among the natives is in fo rude a condition, the 
imitative arts are not wholly unknown. The figures of anie 
mals, i fhiclds, and other weapons, have been frequently per- 
ceived on the rocks; a lizard, in particular, was accurately 
fketched, and a man in the attitude of danc cing with ftill greater 
fkill. In the country at large trees are often feen burnt, but 
whether by the natives, or by lig! rhtning, could not always be de- 
cided ; the latter is frequent, and the fires of the former are never 
extinguilhed. Governor Phillip, on his return, found five ewes 
and a lamb had been es at mid-day near the camp, and, as

The grititone tract 1s of much greater extent than either of the for-

ut 6 years ago, at a {mall diftance from the end of the old 
pailage, a new one was difcovered, about 164 yards in length, but 
it is not equal either in height or width to the old pafia ge. 

The length of Poole’s-hole is 560 yards ; the entrance is mean 
‘nt contr rated, whereas that of Peak’s-hele is lo! fty and magnificent. 
The paffage at firtt ; is fo low, that it is nece ary to floop confide ably ; 
but after having proceeded between 20 and 30 yards, the cavern 
becomes fpacious and lofty; the roof and fides coveyed with ftalac- 
nitcal incruftations. 

‘The entrance into Elden-hole is not, as in the two preceding i in- 
ftances, horizontal, but perpen dicular. It is a deep chafm, exte nding 
N. WwW. and S. E. Near the furface it is about 10 yards wide, and 
30long. Hence it gradually contra¢ts, and at the depth of go feet, 
is much diminifhed and confined.

If we were inclined to look upon ourfelves as diflinét from the 
refit of mankind, and to confine our ideas of true patriotifm to 
that which conittituted the moit cxa ted praiie o 
love of our country, we fhould find fuficient matter of ex- 
ultation even in the teitimony of our enemics. For bhad}v as 
the American war was conducted, notwithftarding the mere 
b that was made of it by the perfons employed; yet Franc 
and Spain by the above ftatement teared to declare their true 
fentiments and afhit the Americans for feveral years. Nor was 
wt until a capital mifcarriage on our part, in the lois of Bur- 
goyne's army, had given the Americans alone the advantage, 
that thef{c powers ventured openly to enter into a treaty with 
the United States: and even after this they would willingly 
have continued to fupp!y underhand affiftance, had not England 
bravely preferred an open to an infidious enemy. and compelled 
them to throw off the mafk and defend themfelves. If ever this

Torn by 
factions at home, its councils directed by a weak and infatuated 
miniftry, its commanders abroad facrificing their duty to pri- 
vate pique or intereft, Great Britain contended for nearly 
four years with france, Spain, and Holland in Europe, with 
three millions of its own fubjects in America, and the moft war- 
like princes of India poured forth their hundred thoufands again 
its pofiefions in the Eaft: yet this hoft of enemies acquired but 
little to boaft of ; defeated in every naval engagement of con- 
fequence, and their grand force overthrown ‘before Gibraltar, 
they confented to a peace with little more advantage than the 
inde penden ce ofa country from whofe commerce they derive 
no benefit, and the lofs of which can fcarcely yet be deemed an 
actual detriment to this nation. 

Of the battle o ff Ufhant, which commenced the war between 
England and-F rance, M. F. gives the following account, aftee 
defcribi ing the different manceuvres previous to the en; gagement. 

‘« The Englith fleet | by engaging to leeward had alone the advantage 
of ufing their lower guns. ‘To remedy this, the Count d’On illiers 
made the fignal to his rear- mare to come up by a fucceflive movement, 
and all the “feet to form in order of battle on the ftarboard (armure @ 
Siribord ); this movement, which the occafion rendered neceflary, not 
being poflible to be executed fufficiently quick to prodace ats effect, 
the French admiral continued his retre atir ig ( renverfe ) order of battle, 
in pafiing to the leeward of the eneiny’s line. 

« The Englith made no movement to hinder this evolution, although 
they had already tacked about on the counter-march to charge the rear- 
guard of the French; but they profited by their fituation in 1 refpee to 
the wind, to rally in order of battle on the ftarbeard, without en- 
deavouring to recommence the engagement, which the French being 
then to the leeward could not but har e accepted *, 

« The ft ite the foips were in, in their masts, yards, and fails, (wrote 
Admiral Keppel to the Lords of the Admiralty) deft me no choice of 
ee me t ewas proper and advifeable to do. 

The Engltith veffels, the Victory, Formidable, Prince George, Fou-

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Dr. Gillies dedicates this work to the honourable John, and 
the honourable Charles Hope, young gentlemen, as we have 
been privately informed, of promifing talents and blooming 
virtues, with whom he had made the tour of rae 4 as he had 
done formerly with their late brother, Henry After a brief 
introduction, in which he glances at bis prefent literary pur- 
fuits, from which he confiders this compofition as a relaxation, 
he fays, 

¢ But there is one prince of antiquity, whofe mixed character, 
that of his late Pruflian Majeity more nearly refembles, than either 
the conicious magnanimity of the Diator, or the unbending 
heroifm of the fon of Philip. Of the founder of the Macedo- 
nian power, Cicero * fays, that he was always® great; yet un- 
varied greatnefs was not furely his prevailing charaéteriftic. By 
his own acka owledgment, Philip, as well as Frederick, ‘* eked out 
the lion’s with the fox’s fkin:’? his ations fometimes foared to 
magnanimity, and fometimes verged towards meannefs ; and 
though he loved the art of war, which he ftodied affiduoufly and 
fuccelsfully practifed, he never attempted by force what could be 
accompli! hed by addrefs.’ 

Our author, tracing the parallel between thofe illuftrious 
princes, obferves that they were both tutored in the fchool of 
adverfity ; that they both encountered great difficulties at their 
acceflion to the throne, which they furmounted by the fame 
means. They were both lovers of pleafure, and lovers ef 
money, but governed by neither ; both inventors in the art of 
war; both endowed with the fublime attributes of the general ; 
and alike eminent.in arts and arms. 

‘ Not only in the variety, but in the caft and bent of their ge- 
nius, the coincidence is remarkable. The fame eafy flow of 
animated compcfition, the fame livelinefs of fancy which will per- 
petuate their fayings to the lateft times, the fame talent for -ridi- 
cule chaitifed by equal politenefs, the fame judgment of things, 
and the fame difcernment of characters. Born amidft the half 
barbarous Macedonians and Pruflians, the minds of both princes 
cong from the obfcurity into which fortune had thrown them ; 
and finding nothing congenial to their own feelings in the objects 
with which they were furrounded, both looked abroad, aad dif- 
covered, the one in Athens, and the other in Paris, men whofe 
attachment they deferved by a fympathy of character and purfuits, 
and who were quaiified to illuftrate their courts with a real fplen- 
dour beyond any that wealth can purchafe or power command. 
Jn his letter to Ariftotle, «* I rejoice,” faid Philip, ‘* not fo much 
that a fon is born to me, as that he is born ata time when Ari- 
ftotie lives:”? And his Pruffian Majefty difcovered a folicitude, 
the ftrongeft and molt extraordinary, to acquire the friendthip and 
enjoy the converfation of D’Alembert and Voltaire. During a 
long and incurable malady, the former of thefe celebrated French- 
men derived his principal confolation from the cerrefpondence of 
his royal friend; and the unrivalled talents of the latter, were

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admired and praifed, by a prince, above refentment and above 
envy, after the envenomed fatirilt, or rather ferpent, warming in the 
bofom of fiiendfhip, endeavoured to tting his invulnerabie fume.” 

Dr. Gillies proceeds to fhew, that both Philip and Frederick 
experienced fignal inftances of literary ingratituce ; that with 
the cares of royalty, they conjoined the cordial delights of 
equal fociety. They both difdained refpected errors; both 
encouraged productive induftry ; were both pafionately fond 
of mufical and dramatical entertainments, and delighted in the 
company of men of wit and humour. Dr. Gillies, on the 
political economy of Philip and Frederick, fays, 

‘It has been obferved, that the beit gardeners abound in the 
worft climates ; and by a moditied application of this remark, we 
may affirm, that kingdoms the moil highly favoured in the diltri- 
bution of natural advantages, are generally the wortt governed. 
In fome of thofe kingdoms, the molt liberal and the mott enlighten- 
ed, but where wickednefs and wretchednefs are ftrangely contratted 
with opulence and greatnefs, the refources of the body politic 
feem not to be confidered as correlative with the united faculties 
of its component members: fince government, inftead of being 
only folicitous to replenifh the common fource, is obliged to em- 
ploy ftill more care to convey the rich fluid into its particular 
ciftern; although greater talents furely are required to make a 
nation flourifh in refources, than can ever be {uppefed neceflary 
to make it pay taxes. Taxes, as generally impofed and applied, 
are contributions from the public, and fometimes one portion of 
the public, to fupply the luxury of another, and to protect the 
fafety of the whole. The latter object may be openly profeffed, 
nd for the moit part readily accomplifhed, fince men who are 
able, will commonly be willing, to pay for their own defence; but 
f(O pamper the riot of extravagance, to feed the idle retinue of vice

and folly, or to blazon in gold and diamonds the effrontery of 
prottucation, for fuch unworthy purpotes the moft unfeeling impu- 
dence cannot require the hard-earned bread of the labourer, with- 
out dif poling what it would be dangerous to avow, melting the 
tax into the price, rendering paflion, and even the ruinous paffion 
for piay, a productive fource of revenue, and thus ftealing from 
ubli ignorance, w hat cann I be demanded from public juitice.’ 
With a view to gratity their ambition of foreign conquett, 
r comettic oppreflion, Frederick and Philip interchanged 
the Cultomary inititutions of their reipective ages; the one by 
reviving a practice ancient and almoft iorgotten, the other by 
anticipating futurity. ‘Phe well-known cultom of funding, 
which in modern times has been carried to fuch excefs as 
chrean ns to overturn the governments which it was meant to 
uphold, was frit invented by the Macedonian, and in his 
peculiar iituation proved ufeful, Frederick, on the other hand, 
cony ne cd of me powerful energy of ready money, kept always 
a) wed wringer pth and is one of the few princes 
slater times, who amafled a rich treafury. They were both

ef them viguant and active in promoting obje&ts of public 
wtility; 
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utility; their fuccefs in improving their dominions unexampled ; 

their attention to the education of their fubjeéts extraordinary. 

The internal condition and domeftic inftitutions of Branden- 
burgh, were analogous to thofe of Macedon; and in the re- 
Jation of thofe countries to neighbouring powers in the foreign 
negociations of their refpective | princes, as well as in the prin- 
cipal tranfaétions of their illuftrious reigns, there is a refem- 
blance equally interefting and extraordinary. In feveral charac- 
teriftic excellencies they may, perhaps, have been equalled or 
furpafled ; but not in the impenetrable depths of their policy : for, 
though conftitutionally ardent and impetuous, thefe princes 
gradually tamed their natures: in youth open and ingenuous, 
they learned clofenefs and circum fpection from age. Yet the 
policy of Philip and of Frederick, though that particular in 
which their real refemblance is the ftron: geft, will for ever be 
employed to difcriminate their characters. The fubverfion of 
the liberties of Greece throws a‘dark fhade on the fame of the 
Macedonian. But Frederick boafts with becoming dignity, 

— he had never deceived any man during the while courte of 

his life; and indeed his enemies mult allow, that he feldom 
commenced the hoftilities of fraud, or was the firft to lay the 
{nares of deceit, although he appears on all occafions as willing y 
as able to encounter art with fimilar addrefs. Yet, on the 
whole, it cannot be diflembled that, compared with the king of 
Macedon, Frederick is to be regarded as a prince of {trict faith 
and exemplary probity ; yet this advanta; xe which appears fo 
honourable to the modern prince, is reai/4y honourable to mo- 
dern times, fince, in this particular, the lines. of refemblance 
were rather diftorted by fituation than effentially different. The 
courage and magnanimity of Philip; emphatically celebrated 
even by his enemy Demofthenes, finds a counterpart only in the 
magnanimity and courage of Frederick ; 

* Oppofing during feven campaigns the co: ifederacy of France, 
Sweden, Germany, and Raflia ; ; commanding one army in perfon, 
while he direéted ‘the operations of two others, and of detachments 
innumerable; embracing in his capacious mind the wide extent 
of country from the Rhine to the Niemen; amidft the actual 
fatigues of war, opprefled by the cares of preparation ; his horfes 
often thot under him; his body bruifed by wounds, and tortured 
by difeafe, yet writing to his confidential friends, ‘* 1 find my- 
felf equal to all this, and dedicate my moments of leifure to the 
delights of philofophy ; which, during his fevereit trials, confo- 
led the Roman conful, the father of his country, and the bett 
model of eloquence. I fhall not, I hope, ever prove deficient in 


my duty, but remember that fortune is notin my power. Yet my 
enemies fhall never triumph over me; there will be always one 
way left to efcape their perfecution.’ 

« Notwithitanding the ftriking coincidence in the lives of thofe 
illuftrious princes, their deaths form a remarkable contraft. At

Art. 11. Experim nts on the PI lgiftication of Spirit of Nitre. 

By the Reverend Jofeph Prieftley, LL.D. F.R.S. 

In the profecution of thefe enquirie es, which for the benefit 
of icience, Doctor Prieftley is making relative to phlogifton, 
the nitrous acid has Meet claimed his attention. In his 
former experiments, the. Doctor found that the colourlefs acid 
became {moking or orange coloured, and emitted orange co- 
Joured vapours, on being expofed to fee atin long glafs tubes, 
mermétical'y fealed. He afterwards found that it was not 
heat, but light only, that was capable of giving colour to {pirit 
of nitre, contained in phials with ground ftoppers ; the effeét 
being produced by the action of light on the vapour, from 
which it was gradually imparted to the fluid. To afcertain 
therefore whether mere heat without light could produce this 
effect, he boiled colourlefs {pirit of nitre, in tubes hermeti- 
cally fealed, and included in gun barrels accurately clofed. 
The effect took place as before. 
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As it might be imagined that the colour was produced by 
the action of the included alr, he tried the experiment in a 
vacuum made by the air pump, and alfo in a vacuum made 
by firit boiling the acid and fealing the tube after the vapours 
s-4 excluded the air. He found that the change of the acid 
: lin its having emitted vital air. When the experiment 
made in a fealed tube containing atmofpheric air, it was

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Having repeatedly oblerved that the acid became coloured 
by heating in contact with any kind of air, he expofed three 
equal tubes, with nitrous acid, to heat, in like circumftances 
phlogifticated, the other phlogifticated, 
and the third inflammable air. The nitrous acid became co- 
loured alike in all, andthe airs after the procefs were increafed 
in quantity, in the whole, the two latter being rendered much 
better than common air. 

\s in all the procefles wherein phlogifticated or inflammable 
air were ufed, the quantities of thefe were diminifhed, Doétor 
Prieftley thinks thefe airs are decom pofed and purified by 
this means, and that phlogifticated air is not a fimple fubftance. 
He accounts for the expulfi on of impure dephlogifticated air 
from nitrous acid, by fuppoting that this air does not, in the 
prefent inftance, confitt of a mere mixture with phlogifti- 
cated air, but a combination. And he takes notice, that ig- 
nition is not neceflary to convert nitrous acid into pure-alr.

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Art. 12. Obfervations on a Comet. By William Herfchel, 

a a 

By thefe obfervations on Mifs Herfchel’s comet, it appears 

that its pofition at midnight, between December 22 and De- 
cember 23, preceded @ Lyrce 7’ 5” in time. The obferva- 
tions were taken December the 22d at 23 3 hours, and De- 
cember 23d at o } hour, an d in every oblervation, the {mall 
{tar which accompanies & Lyrae, was exactly in the parallel 
of the comet. It had no nucleus, though the Doétor is of 
opinion that if it had fubtended a fingle fecond in diameter, he 
fhould have perceived it. ‘This circumftance, as he obferves, 
is of fome confequence to thofe who turn their thoughts to the 
inveftigation of the nature of comets. Its form, in the 

Doctor's ten feet reflector, was irregul: rly round, very gra- 

dually brighter in the middle, and about 5° or 6’ in diameter.

Art. 22. Experiments and Obfervations on Eleéricity. By Mr. 

William Nickolfon. 

‘This paper is divided into three fections ; on the.excitation 
of electricity ; on the luminous appearances of electricity, and 
the action of points; and on compentated e electricity. The 
firft object of Mr. N, in his enquiries concerning excitation, 
appears to have been, to determine the ufes of “the various 
parts of the apparatus. For this purpofe he began by rubbing 
the cylinder with the filk only, the cufhion being withdrawn 
about an inch from the cylinder. Fire was feen to pafs be- 
tween the cufhion and the filk, which he has fatisfaCtorily deter- 
mined to conlift of electricity, pafling to the excited cylinder. 
Whence he concludes that the filk is the chief agent in the 
excitation, while the cufhion only ferves to fupply the elec- 
tricity, and that the filk prevents its return, not by its im- 
permeability, but by acompenfation of the negative filk with 
the pofitive cylinder. 

It was a defireable object in this refearch, to determine what 
happens in the infide of an excited cylinder. With this view, 
he rubbed one furface of a plate machine, and direéted his 
obfervations to the oppotite fide which was not rubbed. From 
the well known circumitances of the electric charge, it 
might have been expected, that as the outfide or rubbed iurface 
becomes pofitive, the infide, or oppolite furface would be dif- 
pofed to give out electricity, and become negative. ‘The 
contrary, however, happened, for the furface beneath the 
cufhion was ftrongly difpofed to receive electricity, as well 
as the rubbed furface, and gave it out again, as foon as it had 
pafled clear of the filk. So that on the fide of the plate ma- 
a which was not rubbed, there were two points fo fingu- 
larly d poled, that the one greedily attracted electricity which 
remained for a time la tent, but was given out at the other 
pofition. From feveral obfervations and experiments, which 
we cannot give in detail, it was found that the power of plate

Iw chara@terifing this entertaining tale, we may with pro- 
pricty, borrow the ‘author’s own words, on another occalion, 
and fay that it is a bad ftory well told. However, we except 
many unnatural deferi iptions, and wild incide snts, which leave pro- 
bability far behind ; and, ina domettic tale, probability fhould 
not be loft fight of ; in thort, when we fay weil told, we rathe 
‘lude to fome juit delineations of character, and interefting 
touches, evidently copied from nature, than to the whole itory, 
which we think highly abfurd.
